But even the best of measures hays 
often their difficulties and this measure is 
open to the danger of ysxemptions - undue 
exemptions, You possibly, many of you, 
know that since the armistice the German 
propagandists have been very busy ex- 
plaining that the armistice was due, not.

military potition, but solely to economic 
| pressure and Ameri dollars, and have 
explained to the nese, and are ¢ 
plaining to the Chinese, that in due 
course they will persuade Ainerica to keep 
her dollars to herself, and they will 
arrange their economi~ difficnities and 
that then th Il came bnek and take 
revenge. Meinwhile they hope with 
those influences with which they arc very 
familiar and moat skilful, Co have 
a number of people left with us.

for communication to the Chinese Govern- 
Ment.” < 

Mr. A. W., Burkill said:—It seems 
incredible that there should be people in 
Shanghai who are so soon forgetful of 
the awful and almost unrealizable eruel- 
ties and atrocities perpetrated by the 
Germans in the past. four years (Voices— 
" Shame ”’) people who have forgotten the 
way the Germans in our midst ceclebrated 
the sinking’ of the Lusitania, ond that 
these same Germans have in no way 
shown fhat they were not one with the 
German nation. In fact their behaviour 
all through has only gone to prove that 
“once a German, always a German.” 
(Hear hear). 

We have, however, unfortunately to 
face the fact that there has been a move- 
ment on foot for some time past to 
exempt the German doctors, and why, no 
one can tell me, but ci one thing we 1pay 
be certain, and that is they will not con- 
fine themselves to their medical duties, 
and as proof of this I have here in my 
‘poceet a letter from a German ahout to 

repatriated appointing a German 
doctor to act on his behalf. (Laughter). 

Further, 1 am: sorry to say, that guite 
recently certain influential Chinese busi- 
ness men have taken it upon themselves 
to press for the exemption of. various 
senior Germans, on the plea that their 
presence is necessary for the welfare of 
the trade of China.

Had they all studiously refrained from 59 
acting and tad they dissociated them- 
selves publicly from the savagery of their 
own people, # is possible that they would 
nog now be under sentenee of deporta- 
tion.

Japanese manufacturers in. the 
past have not distinguished themselvés for 
keeping their goods up to sample, and, 
with ¢he large orders in hand and the host 
of inexperienced men that had to be em- 
ployed there was greater carelessness than 
ever. However necessitoug the Aliics 
were, they at least required serviceable 
articles, and these in a large number of 
ehses were not supplied, Many com.

grew so great that tho semi-official trade- 
guilds agreed to the appointment of in- 
spectors to examine the quality of goods 
before shipment.

Auxiliary of the British and Foreign 
Bible Bociety was held, yesterday even: 
ing, at the Helena May Institate. The 
Bishop of Victoria presided and was 
supported on the platform by the Revs. 
Dr. T. W. Bearce, G. H. Bondfield, nnd 
J. Kirk Maconuchie and Miss Kate Woo. 

Dr. Prancn, the Secretary, rend out the 
report. and statement of accounts which 
showed. that all the churches in the Colony 
had contributed to the upkeep of the 
institution, and that the Ladica’ Com. 
mitte had collected the record sum of 
1,284.38, 

The Caainman said the Bocicty pro- 
vided a platform for the different sections 
of the preat Church universal to unite 
upon. In thesy days it was necessary 40 
close their ranks, and they were anxious 
to do so. There was no better way than 
in spreading the knowledge of the Bible. 
He was sorry that the Treasurer's report 
did not speak of an advance. any 
societies were. receiving larger support 
owing ta the fact that peopled had learnt 
to give during the war, better than before. 
At present their auxiliary was only hold- 
ing its own, 

iss Wovu said the need of the Bible 
Society in China was very great. The 
Chinese were really hungering for the 
werd of God. ‘The salvation of China 
was a problem which could be solved only 
by the word of God. The problem of the 
illiteracy of China coul be solved 
through the distribution of the Scriptures, 
aa the Chinese, when once they learn 
of the wonderful treasures encased in that 
book, would bogin to thirst for knowledge. 
The unrest in China was not hindering 
the work of the Goapel ; on the contrary, 
i, intensified the need for the Gospel in 
China. (Applause). 

The Rev. G. H. Bonprisvp said that 
altogether they had donc betier in China 
than ever before. The contributions from 
various sources amounted 
nearly $2,000 more than was received tho 
previous year, The Bible Society's ex- 
penditure, however, had increased: four- 
told. During the last four years the 
Scriptures had been translated into 31 
different tanguages; inst year alone the 
Gospel was translated into seven new ton- 
gues. There was no anti-foreign, or anti. 
christian feeling in China, The trouble 
in China was due to inefficicnt officials 
incapabls of administration, Though 
gangs of robbers had looted the villages, 
ate, the Missionaries had been able to 
continue then work.

At a meeting of the Central Asian 


i Bociety held at the Royal Asiatic Club 


on December 1th, Mr. J. O P. Bland 
gave an entertaining lecture on “China,” 
illustrated by lantern slides. General 
Bir Edmond Barrow was in the chair, 
Tho lecturer, in the course of his re- 
marks, said: When we come to consider 
the question of peace, the establishment 
of n League of Nations, and other im- 
portant questions, the position of China, 
which contains a population representing 
about a third.of the human race, deserves 
yery serious consideration. Unlesa we 
have studied the subject very closely 1 do 
not suppose anyone has any iden of the 
character and extent of the Oriental 
Bolshevism which has overrun that great 
country. We have been all of us teo pre 
ocoupied with our own immediate affairs 
to pay much attention to China, but 1 
‘may sny that during that period of 
Oriental Boleheviem there have becn more 
lives lost than in the whole of the Euro 
pean War. I propose to set before you & 
broad outline of the course of events 
since the collapse of the Manchu dynasty 
in 1911, and to draw your attention to 
the fact that the present deplorable con- 
dition of China has been brought about, 
not by her political system, but her social 
system, whose roots go back into the dis- 
tant past, I hope also to convince you 
that there is no hope of establishing any 
equilibrium without a benevolent, despo- 
tism or some form of autocratic Govern: 
ment, The conclusions which I have 
arrived at are, | know, running diametri. 
cally opposite to many which our mission. 
ary societies have held, but I ask you to 
believe that they are perfectly sincere. 
Many people who study politics from the 
point of view of our own little ishand 
believe in the principle of Representative 
Government, and are of opinion that 
democracy is a panacea, which will cure 
the evils of a State. A Republic is, in 
my opinion, the highest form of govern: 
ment yet devised, but it does not follow 
that cvery nation has attained puch a 
stage of dovelopment that it can profit- 
ably upply this form of government. 
When certain politicians profeas to be- 
lieve in democracy, do they mean domo- 
eracy u6 it exists in misguided Russia, 
or as I have seen it in Portugal, reducing 
the efforts of honest labour to impotence 
Or, again, take the present position of 
India. 1t is proposed to give self-govern- 
ment to India, and yet, when it is re 
membered that this iy the very principle 
which has had such disastrous resulta in 
China, it’ might well cause our politi- 
cinns to hesitate. Political theorists 
havo declared with regard to China that 


dt is not the business of this country to, 


‘interfere? with the development of the 
principle of self-determination, but this 
opinion does not coincide with the views 
held by the men of experience—the con- 
‘guls. the diplomatiste, the financiers, and 
traders, They bold that it is our busi- 
ness to maintain a strong central autho- 
rity. When Yuan Shih-kai wanted to 
establish a firm Central Government, we 
failed to support him, and to-day China 
is suffering vey severely as the result. 
While the Chinese Parliament has 
argued, wrangled and dallicd, the only 
practical thing’ they havo. done in 

course of’ their six years’ Parliamentary 
activity is to pass payment of members. 
There they haye followed the example 
of Europe. “(Laughter). Tho people 
are taxed more heavily than they were 
before, A civil war is going on between 
the leaders of the North and the Bouth, 
and the tnilitary leaders on both sides 
have levied enormous sums from the civil 


populations in order to maintain their 
authority, Borrowing on a large scale 
is fring on from Japan, but the North 
and the South have agreed, as they did 
in 1911,-that the last thing they wish to do 
is to fire any shots at each other for any 
purpose of politics, Here wo touch upon 
lelicate ground, for the Anglo-Japanese 
Alliance is still”in force and ip still as 
important for British intercets in the Far.

FUTURE OF THE BAGDAD 
RAILWAY, 


One of tho greatest, German schemes 
which the war bas overthrown was a 
Gorman-controlled railway line. from 
Hamburg to Bagdad. .
